EC’s Homeless Face Winter With City Help

EL CERRITO -- For most El 
Cerrito residents, getting ready 
for winter consists mainly of un- 
packing the woolens and turning 
up the thermostat. For the city’s 
homeless, the onset of rain and 
cold makes the possible outcome 
of life on the streets even more 
grim than usual. 

Last year, El Cerrito made no 
provisions for housing the home- 
less, who had to rely on county 
programs and private organiza- 
tions. This year the county’s 
Community Homeless Action and 
Resource Team (CHART) is try- 
ing to involve cities in its drive to 
establish temporary shelter for 
the homeless during the coming 
winter months. 

The task force recently received 
a $50,000 grant from the county 
and an additional $50,000 loan, 
that has been split between Shel- 
ter, Inc. in East County and Vol- 
unteers of America in West 
County. The loan is to be paid off 
by private donations. br 

To involve the cities in provid-

ing for the homeless, CHART has 
solicited matching funds from all 
cities in the county. At its meeting 
Noy. 7, the El Cerrito Redeve- 
lopment Agency voted unani- 
mously to offer $2,000 from its 
low- and moderate-income hous- 
ing fund. 

The agency stipulated that 
temporary housing purchased 
with the money would have to be 
located in West County. Mayor 
Jean Siri wryly noted, ‘‘I’m sure 
other cities would be quite willing 
to have their homeless housed in 
West County.’’ 

In West County, the location of 
temporary shelters, likely to be in 
the form of eight rented bunk- 
houses, has yet to be decided. In 
El Cerrito, ‘‘I can’t find a single 
vacant lot that isn’t about to be 
built on or dug up,’’ because of 
redevelopment, Siri said. ‘‘That 
makes Richmond mad, of course, 
because they have nothing but va- 
cant land.”’ 

Possible sites for West County 
shelters include the Richmond 
armory and the now-vacant Cor- 
tez, Woods and Belding schools 


in Richmond, according to Janet 
Tomkins of the county Social 
Services Department and a mem- 
ber of CHART. In East County, 
Shelter, Inc. will probably use the 
Concord Armory, she said. 

According to Siri, many of El 
Cerrito’s homeless drift back and 
forth over the Richmond city line, 
and many congregate in the va- 
cant lot near San Pablo Avenue 
and Cutting Boulevard. Most rely 
on a combination of county and 
private resources—and, of 
course, panhandling—for survi- 
val. 

Elena Hopkins of the Social 
Services Department said the 
county finds shelter for anywhere 
from 20 to 90 people each day, 
often placing them in inexpensive 
hotels (of which El Cerrito has 
many, Siri noted). 

El Cerrito acting Police Chief 
Bruce Nelson said his officers re- 
fer homeless people to the Rich- 
mond Rescue Mission on Mac- 
donald Avenue. The mission 
provided beds for almost 50,000 
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Kennedy Students Unite 
to Help Accident Victim

RICHMOND -- Kennedy High 
School rallied last week to sup- 
port a student who lies in a coma 
after being hit by a car. 

Padao Cha, 15, could not pick 
up her report card Friday and see 
the As she received. Instead, the 
honor role student — described 
by a classmate as having “‘pretty 
black eyes and hair with cute 
bangs’? — was in the intensive 
care unit at John Muir Medical 
Center, attached to a life support 
system. 

She had been unconscious since 
the accident on Veterans’s Day, 
Nov. 11, and a hospital represen- 
tative said Friday that her condi- 
tion was ‘‘serious.’’ 

“She was there one day in 
English, her lively self, and then a 
few days later she wasn’t there,’’ 
said Davina Groch, a sophomore. 

“It’s scary to think that she may 
die.”’ 


Cha’s absence was felt 
throughout Kennedy High 
School, as administrators, 
teachers, and students con- 
tributed money and donated food 
to help the Cha family. 

After learning about the acci- 
dent early last week, Principal 
Lavonya DeJean circulated a 
memo calling for the ‘‘Kennedy 
family’’ to offer support. 

“‘Although there was not a re- 
quest for financial assistance, we 
know there is a need,’’ she wrote. 
‘‘We can all assist Padao Cha and 
her family by making generous 
contributions to an account set up 
for them.”’ 

Chiengsheng Cha, the student’s 
father, said from the hospital, ‘‘I 
appreciate this and want to repay

The father, an auto mechanic 
student in a Contra Costa County

Leo Armstrong Dies at 81 


Leo Armstrong, an active 
community leader in El Cerrito 
for 43 years, died last Thurs- 
day morning at the age of 81. 

Armstrong had been suffer- 
ing from cancer. He lived at 
home until Nov. 12, when he 
was admitted to Alta Bates 
Hospital in Berkeley. He died 
at the hospital early Nov. 17. 

For four decades, Arm- 
strong had been involved in 
many clubs, organizations and 
in city government. He was 
secretary and president of the 
EI Cerrito Safety Council from 
1944 to 1946, served from 1946 
to 1954 on the El Cerrito Safe- 
ty Commission and was chair- 
man of that body for several 
terms. 

He was elected to the El Cer- 
rito City Council for four con- 


secutive terms beginning in 
1954, and served the city as 
mayor in 1959-60 and 1964-65. 

He was a member of the 
League of California Cities, 
the Association of Bay Area 
Governments, and the Local 
Agency Formation 
Commission. 


He belonged to a long list of 
other organizations as well, in- 
cluding the Rotary Club, the 
Commonwealth Club of 
California and the El Cerrito 
Historical Society. 


Armstrong was born Nov. 
29, 1906 in San Jose. When he 
was six, his family moved to 
Richmond where his father and 
uncles owned a hotel and 
restaurant.

The East Bay Regional Park 
District was not the only 


beneficiary of the passage of 
Measure AA in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties. 

Included in the $225 million 
bond issue is $15 million to be set 
aside for the creation of a state 
park along the eastern shore of 
San Francisco Bay. 

Added to the $25 million 
already apecifically allocated for 
this park in state Proposition 70 
last June, and funds from 
previous park bond acts, it creates 
a pool of more than $40 million 
for the project. 

In addition, a portion of Prop. 
99 (cigarette tax) revenues are to 
be set aside for parks. Eastshore 
State Park advocates expect that 
some of those funds will go 
toward acquisition and develop- 
ment of the shoreline park as 
well. 

“The fact that the voters have 
twice in one year authorized the

“You get awards out there (on the 
streets) everyday when a citizen 
says ‘good job.’” 

Although he enjoys police 
work, Krebs said it would not be 
financially wise for him to get in- 
to law enforcement full-time. It 
would mean a drastic cut in pay, 
he says, to change careers and 
start from the ‘“‘bottom of the 
barrel.’’ 

Krebs is only one of 15 reserves 
who donated more than 4,750 
hours to the police department 
last year, saving the city from 
having to hire at least one addi- 
tional police officer at a cost of 
about $60,000, according to 
Police Chief Larry Murdo, who 
praised the reserves. 

“Anytime we need anything, 
the reserves are there,’’ he said. 

The reality, Murdo said, is that 
police work is not the glamorous 
profession television protrays it to 
be. Reserves, he said, often do the 
least glamorous of all police 
duties, short of paperwork. 

Krebs said he remembers when 
he had to perform surveillance at 
the Villa Motel — not exactly an 
officers’ favorite hangout — to 
nab a suspected car thief. The 
surveillance lasted 11 hours and 
the car being watched turned out 
not to be stolen. 

But he said there are other 
times when satisfaction and a 
sense of community service makes 
him proud of what he does for 
free. Once he was dispatched on a 
possible heart attack call, to find 
an elderly man suffering. The of- 
ficers performed CPR, reviving 
the man. 

“To me, that’s the height of 
it,’’ Krebs says with a smile on his 
face. ‘‘Granted, it’s 95 percent 
boredom and 5 percent terror. 
But you don’t think about that.”” 

Krebs said reserves have to go 
through much of the same train- 
ing as full-time police officers. 
Reserve officers must spend 240 
hours in the Reserve Academy for 
training virtually identical to that 


“Some people go sailing, some go 
golfing.

Krebs says. 

Krebs, singled out as Reserve 
Officer of the Year by the Albany 
Police Officers Association Nov. 
16, volunteered 689 hours as a 
reserve officer last year. That 
translates to about 86 working 
days, in addition to his ‘‘regular’’ 


full-time job with the Santa Fe 
Railroad. 

Krebs’ wife said her husband 
has enough awards to cover an 
entire wall. 

Instead, the awards are stashed 
away in a drawer, befitting the 
modest Krebs, who says he did 
not get into the reserves for 
awards or recognition.

She said she does not feel 
neglected. She realizes her hus- 
band’s volunteer work is not a 
mere hobby, but a dedica- 
tion — 689 hours worth.

An employee by any other name... 


The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice realizes that businesses 
prefer to use ‘independent 
contractors’’ rather than 
employees. The practice saves 
businesses money through the 
elimination of social security 
taxes, other payroll taxes and 
employee fringe benefits. 


Some important IRS defini- 
tions are as follows: 


@ An employer is an _ in- 
dividual, corporation, partner- 
ship, a trust, an estate or other 
entity including tax-exempt 
organizations for whom an in- 
dividual performs services of 


whatever nature as an 
“employee.’’ 
@ An employee is an in- 


dividual who performs services 
subject to the control of an 
employer both as to what ser- 
vices shall be performed and as 
to how they shall be 
performed. 


@ Independent contractor has 
no clear definition. Congress 
has not yet enacted legislation 
to clarify which workers will be 
independent contractors and 
which will be employees. 


In the meantime a taxpayer 
can treat an individual as an in- 
dependent contractor if: (1) 
there is a ‘reasonable basis’’ 
for not treating the worker as 
an employee; (2) you did not 
and you currently are not 
treating an individual as an 


employee and (3) you file your 
tax returns on the basis that the 
worker is not an employee. 

In general, independent con- 
tractors have their own tools, 
may work on their own 
premises, are subject to incurr- 
ing a loss on the project, deter- 
mine how the work is to be ac- 
complished, hire their own 
help, work on their own 
schedule and probably work 
for others beside you. 

Employees, on the other 
hand, have their hours and 
method of work supervised, 
are probably trained by the 
employer, probably work only 
for the one company and have 
an ongoing relationship with 
the employer. 


an unknown until his sudden deci- 
sion to run for El Cerrito City 
Council in 1987. He still at- 
tributes his loss in that election to 
his anonymity. Yet, despite a 
complete lack of interest or ex- 
perience in politics until that time, 
Winslow contends that a loss by 
600 votes legitimizes all his efforts 
since. 

Winslow still maintains he 
doesn’t want to be on the City 
Council. He doesn’t even like 
discussing politics, he said Friday 
at his home of more than 40 years 
on Lexington Avenue. 

Try as he might, though, the 
Navy veteran can’t seem to stick 
to his own biography, nor, to be 
fair, can the interviewer. 

The biography is not so dull by 
comparison to his recent notorie- 
ty, either. After growing up on a 
Wymore, Neb., farm, and work- 
ing in a steel mill after school, 
Winslow joined the Navy volun- 
tarily in 1939.

He was on 
the U.S.S. Helm inside Pearl Har- 
bor when the Japanese bombed it 
in December 1941. ‘“‘Bombs on 
each side split the bow,’’ said 
Winslow, describing how the ship 
took on water, which filled four 
stern compartments before 
repairs could be made in 
Australia. 

“It’s an experience I wouldn’t 
ever want again, but at the same 
time, I wouldn’t part with (my 
memories) for anything,’’ said 
Winslow.

26 Spiritual leader changes gears 


By Clara-Rae Genser 


You have to be a special kind 
of a person to work for a not-for- 
profit organization. You must be 
dedicated, willing to work for 
much less than you would 
elsewhere and willing to do 
everything from typing to plann- 
ing meetings and everything in 
between. You live your work and 
take it home with you at night. As 
a result you often find yourself 
burned out after a few years. 

Mary Heath-Walter, who has 
been running the GRIP (Greater 
Richmond Interfaith Program) 
office, describes this as part of the 
reason she will be leaving that 
organization at the end of year. 

GRIP, formed in the 1960s to 
respond to the riots and racial 
problems of that time, is a multi- 
faceted organization that works 


‘to meet some of the many needs 


of the West County area. It 
started the Food Pantry, the day 
care center for fragile adults and 
the Farmers Market, among other 
things. It joined with the VOA to 
start the Souper Center and GRIP 
congregations still provide and 
serve some of the food as well as 
providing information and refer- 
ral services. In 1974 it formed the 
Rape Crisis Center which — like 
the Food Pantry — is now an in- 
dependent agency. 

With all this plus clergy 
breakfasts, meetings of women 
clergy, the annual choir festival 
and fielding calls for information 
or assistance from various agen- 
cies, it is easy to see why the per- 
son handling the office must be as 
multi-faceted as GRIP itself. 

“T received an excellent educa- 
tion in the Richmond schools,”’ 
says Heath-Walter. She received 
her BA and teaching credentials 
from the University of the Pacific 
and did graduate work at UC 
Berkeley. 

But Mary was a dreamer. She 
confided that she had once had 
cards made reading ‘‘Mary 
Heath, Pantologist-Fabulist.’’ (A 
pantologist is a person who 
studies everything and a fabulist 
is a spinner of fables, a liar.) She 
found her jobs stultifying, she 
says, and the card expressed what 
she really wanted to do. If she had 
the cards today, she would add 
“*Purveyor,’’ she says. Certainly, 
in her work with GRIP, she has 
been a purveyor of information 
and assistance, if not of actual 
goods. 

Mary taught English at El Cer- 
rito High for more than three 
years. Unhappy with teaching, 
she went to work for Contra 
Costa County, starting as a clerk- 
typist and worked there for an en- 
tire generation. She became, she 
says, the mainstay of the mental 
health training unit. She defines 
mainstay curiously: ‘‘Psycholo- 
gists and directors came and 
went, but I mainly stayed.”’ 


1981 was the pivotal year. At 
this time she had a mystical ex- 
perience. ‘‘I knew I was getting 
ready for something but I didn’t 
know what.’’ She divested herself 
of organizations and affiliations 
that no longer seemed relevant 
(such as the DAR which she had 
joined because of her love of 
history and genealogy) and of 
social contacts that were no 
longer meaningful. 

She went to a retreat, ‘“‘Quest 
for Women’s Spirituality: The 
Goddess.”’ As a result she became 
involved in religious work with a 
group formed by this retreat. She 
issued newsletters and did a lot of 
study of methodology. This was 
what led her, ultimately, to go in- 
to the theological seminary.

homeless men, women and chil- 
dren last year, according to the 
shelter’s annual report.

removed from his position as 
Scoutmaster of Berkeley Troop 
22. 

Alexander said the Boy Scouts 
would have acted quickly and 
reasonably if informed earlier. 
“Anytime there is a complaint, 
we investigate,’’ he said. 

About seven to eight com- 
plaints or requests for inquiries 
are called in by parents each year, 
according to Alexander. The 
resulting investigations usually 
reveal the complaints have little 
merit, he said. 

Although some parents claimed 
to know of alleged sexual im- 
proprieties between Kabeary and 
troop members, the Boy Scouts 
were never informed, according 
to Alexander. ‘‘It would have 
been helpful to us if we had 
(received) some call,’’ he said. 

“Tf there is an incident, report 
to us. We will go to the child pro- 
tective services,’’ he said, poin- 
ting to a scouting guide instruc- 
ting parents to inform Scout of- 
ficials of any abuse, sexual or 
otherwise. ‘‘If something is there, 
action will be taken to protect the 
children.”’ 

One youth testified 
Municipal Court during 
Kabeary’s recent preliminary 
hearing that he told his mother 
about being molested over a year 
ago. 

Asked why she didn’t inform 
the Boy Scouts of America then, 
she said, ‘‘I don’t know. I didn’t 
think about it.’’ 

But some parents still believe 
the Boy Scouts are responsible for 
scarring the lives of their children. 

“‘The Boy Scouts should realize 
their moral obligation,’’ said one 
parent, who requested anonymi- 
ty. She charged the Boy Scouts 
with not adequately screening 
potential Scoutmasters. 

Livia Cole, a critic of the Boy 
Scouts organization, claims the 
Kabeary case is not an isolated 
one. She said the problem is 
prevalent across the country. Her 
own son was molested by his 
assistant Scoutmaster when her 
son was a member of a San Fran- 
cisco peninsula troop. Her son’s 
molester was found guilty and 
sentenced to eight months in 
county jail. 

Parents want the Boy Scouts to 
institute tougher screening pro- 
cedures for potential Scout- 
masters, and a yearly follow-up. 

“It’s not that they don’t have 
one. It’s that their screening 
(procedure) is inconsistent depen- 
ding on the area. And you have 
no control over it,’’ Cole charged.

In fact, the Boy Scouts often 
have little role in screening a 
potential troop leader. 

Troop leaders, according to 
Alexander, are chosen by the 
sponsoring organization of a local 
troop. In the case of Troop 22, it 


was a local chapter of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
organization that recruited 
Kabeary. 


Alexander admitted that the 
Boy Scout’s screening process is 
not as rigorous as other organiza- 
tions that deal with children. 

The Big Brothers/Big Sisters 
organization, for example, re- 
quires all potential volunteers to 
undergo a series of interviews to 
ascertain if the applicants are 
qualified to become ‘ big 
brothers’ or ‘‘big sisters.’’ The 
nationwide organization brings 
together thousands of children 
and adults for surrogate compa- 
nionship each year. 

Big Brothers/Big Sisters also 
claims to do a rigorous check of 
listed references and other infor- 
mation provided by the applicant, 
and at least one interview is con- 
ducted at the applicant’s home to 
give the organization a chance to 
delve into his or her character and 
lifestyle. 

Fingerprinting is also required 
for a check of any prior criminal 
record. 

The Boy Scouts of America, 
Alexander admitted, has no such 
screening procedure. To become a 
Scoutmaster, an applicant must 
complete an adult application re- 
questing basic information such 
as name, social security number 
and address. 

A second part of the form, 
however, includes a questionaire 
meant to assess the applicant’s 
background. ‘‘What other ex- 
perience, if any, have you had 
that may assist you in working 
with youth?’’ the application 
asks. 

The application also asks for 
three character references and 
asks the applicant to answer yes 
or no to a series of questions 
related to previous ‘‘legal’’ 
involvement. 

One question asks: ‘‘Have you 
ever been arrested or convicted of 
child neglect or abuse?’’ 

Another asks: ‘‘...Is there any 
fact or circumstance involving 
you or your background that 
would call into question your be- 
ing entrusted with the supervi- 
sion, guidance, and care of young 
people?”’ 

According to critics of the Boy 
Scouts, these questions are mean-

ingless. Livia Cole said it is easy 
to lie and deceive. ‘“‘The Boy 
Scouts are creating an open door 
policy for anyone to come in,”’ 
she said. 

Who comes in—or stays 
out — is determined by the spon- 
soring group, according to Alex- 
ander. It is the sponsor’s charge 
to verify an applicant’s 
statements, he said, and the spon- 
sor has virtually all authority to 
accept or deny the application on 
whatever arbitrary standards it 
sets. 

The application is certified by 
the district council ‘‘as long as 
there is no reason to question it,”’ 
Alexander said, admitting that an 
application is seldom questioned. 

Only if an applicant has been 
placed on the ‘‘National Con- 
fidential File,’’ kept by the na- 
tional Boy Scout organization, 
will the district council veto a 
sponsoring group’s choice for 
troop leader, Alexander said. 

The confidential file includes 
the names of those permanently 
barred from Boy Scout involve- 
ment because of certain im- 
proprieties such as child exploita- 
tion — whether the individual 
has been convicted or not. 

Alexander confirmed that a file 
has been created for Kabeary, 
which includes newsclippings of 
the allegations against him. He 
said Kabeary no longer meets the 
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“thigh moral standards of the Boy 
Scout organization.” 

Although the confidential file is 
one check against ‘‘unqualified’’ 
applicants, Alexander admitted 
that police criminal records of ap- 
plicants are seldom, if ever, 
checked by local sponsoring 
groups or by the district council. 

The Mt. Diablo Boy Scout 
Council, Alexander said, receives 
2,000 new adult applications each 
year for various posts within the 
organization, which spans por- 
tions of Berkeley, Albany and 
Contra Costa County. He said 
checking for criminal records for 
each one of the applicants would 
be too burdensome. 

**You can only do a reasonable 
amount of checking,’’ Alexander 
said, using the term ‘‘due care’’ to 
describe what he believed as being 
“‘reasonable.”’ 

Alexander claimed someone 
with the intent of molesting 
children, who has no known prior 
criminal record, could easily slip 
through any screening process, no 
matter how rigorous. 

“Tf they’re looking for one pro- 
file, they’ve got problems 
(because) there is no single pro- 
file,’ he said, claiming that 
“‘anybody can hide anything from 
you.”’ 

Parents reluctantly agree, but 
say some effort should at least be 
instituted on a national level and 
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She met her husband Rod 
Walter through telephone work 
for the church. 

After entering the seminary, 
and doing guest ministering from 
Ashland, Oregon to central 
California, she received her 
Master of Divinity in May, 1988. 

Calling herself a visionary mis- 
sionary, she has done pam- 
phleteering, writing about race 
and peace, and originated the 
““Heather Handout.”’

Scoutleaders. 
“These kids look to their 


(Scout) leaders and to the Boy 
Scout organization with pride,” 
Livia Cole said. When they put on 
their uniforms, she said, they 
become proud to be a part of such 
a revered organization. 

She said her own tragedy and 
the Kabeary case have not only 
permanently scarred her son and 
other children, they have also tar- 
nished the image of the Boy 
Scouts. 


“T think the intention of the 
organization has a lot of meaning 
for me, and I believe in it,’’ said 
Cole, ‘‘but it has totally failed our 
children.”’ 

Alexander disagrees. 

“Scouting is not looking for 
being put on a pedestal. We were 
put there by our good works,”’ he 
said. He said the Kabeary case is 
the first one of its kind in his 14 
years with the Mt. Diablo Coun- 
cil. ‘It’s a pretty good record,” 
he said. 

“We are part of the social 
fabric of the community. 
Scouting has had an outstanding 
record,’’ Alexander said. 

But in the minds of a growing 
number, that record is being call- 
ed into question and the Scouts 
have been dishonored. 


Mary is not yet ordained but it 
was this interest that led her to 
take the job with GRIP, taking an 
early retirement from the county 
to do so.

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Prelude to a Kiss is theater of hit

In the lobby after Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre’s Prelude to a 
Kiss, a single voice could be heard 
amidst the general chatter. ‘‘It 
was TV,”’ the speaker said. ‘‘But 
it was good TV.”’ 

For the most part, this assess- 
ment rang true. The play, which 
premiered at South Coast Reper- 
tory in January, is by hot 
playwright Craig Lucas, whose 
Blue Window received numerous 
awards, including the L.A. 
Drama Critics’ Award. 

There is much to be said for 


Lucas, who has an engaging 
writing style. He creates moments 
of real honesty and seems hooked 
into the pulse of modern lingo 
and behavior. Yet this show often 
falls short of his potential. While 
many of the moments are poig- 
nant, the overall concept is not 
developed completely enough. 
And like many programs on 
television, this piece seems unner- 
vingly neat and tidy. 

A modern American fairy tale, 
the play follows the courtship of 
Peter and Rita, two aimless young 
adults who meet at a party amidst 
the drinks and chatter. 

At first, their relationship is 
deceptively simple. They meet, 
have a successful first date, and 
open up to each other right away. 
Rita confesses that she joined the 
Socialist Party, although she 
doesn’t know why. Peter has run 
away from home and _ seems 
unrooted, without family. It 
seems clear that they need each 
other. 

These opening scenes present 
Lucas’ forte immediately. He cat- 
ches modern mating rituals head- 
on with their halting revelations, 
timid jokes and longing for 
something permanent. 
Throughout Peter and Rita’s 
fairy tale courtship, the audience 
laughs in recognition, knowing 
that they are seeing a part of 
themselves up there on the stage. 

When Peter tells the story of his 
leaving home: ‘‘I went out to see a 
movie. And never came back,” 
and Rita asks, ‘‘What movie?” 
the audience laughs nervously, 
knowing how the delicate bond of 
intimacy is developed through 
such innocuous questions. Lucas 
is adept at creating such moments 
between audience and actors, 
which is theater at its best. 

Mark Arnott as Peter and 
Mary-Louise Parker as Rita are 
an appealling and believable cou- 
ple. Parker sounds like an L.A. 
Valley girl, frequently drawls 
*‘uh-huh,’’ and creates a unique, 
delicate and interesting character. 
She brings the role to quirky life. 
Arnott is adequately shy and 
stable as the sensible Peter, who 
falls in love at first sight and 
never looks back. 

As their courtship progresses, 
they eventually marry, in a large 
wedding scene with a delightfully 
campy ensemble of characters. 
This is where the audience gets the 
first hint that things are going to 
go awry. 

An old man bursts into the 
wedding, kisses Rita, and leaves. 
It later turns out that he has 
stolen her identity, inhabited her 
body, and the latter half of the 
play follows Peter’s quest to find 
his beloved, body and soul. 

This bit is largely enhanced by 
Sydney Walker as the old man, 
who artfully creates Rita’s 
liveliness within his tired body. 
Rita’s body, with the old man’s 
mind, deserts Peter and goes 
home to her parents. Peter 
gradually figures out that the 
gray-haired drinker at the bar is 
his real wife. They return to his 
apartment, and live there, as 
Peter says, “‘like an old married 
couple,’’ until things finally work 
out at the end. 

The scenes between them, with 
Walker saying things like, ‘‘Don’t 
you find me attractive?’’ as he 
bats his male eyelashes, are ap- 
pealling but smack of gimmickry. 
They seem too carefully set up for 
laughs, too calculated. They 
don’t ring of the honesty of pin- 
pointing real life as the earlier 
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and miss 


courtship scenes do. 

The final reunion between 
Peter and the real Rita seems 
forced. As they hold each other 
tight, and the romantic music 
booms out, the tentative intimacy 
of the earlier scenes is lost, 
without being replaced by 
anything more meaningful. 

Most of the clever bits in the 
show are images of modern life 
refracted through Lucas’ quirky. 
eye, such as the scenes with 
Charles Dean, as Peter’s fast- 
talking, partying pal Taylor. 
When Peter first suspects that 
Rita’s mind is no longer in her 
body, he attempts to tell Taylor, 
who can only give glib responses 
to anything he doesn’t 
understand. 

Yet when Lucas tackles the 
unknown waters of spirituality, 
he often seems lost, and often 
resorts to cheap jokes such as one 
the old man makes about Shirley 
MacLaine. 

Lucas seems to want to say 
something about age, youth, and 
the life cycle. At the play’s end, 
the old man, explaining why he 
stole the spirit of the bride’s 
youthful beauty, talks about wan- 
ting to create life inside him. This 
is a beautiful moment, but is too 
obvious, too easy. Instead of be- 
ing a real, human character, here 
the old man comes off as a vehi- 
cle to present the play’s ideas. 

The fairy tale nature of the 
play, with its magical, soul- 
stealing kiss, simplicity of 
character and presentation of in- 
nocent love, is a good concept. 
Yet the play doesn’t create a satis- 
fying modern fairy tale. The 
simplified ending lacks the hard

Like Peter, the play is in search 
of something elusive, delicate and 
beautiful, something about life 
and love.

Lucas 
deserves credit for the attempt, 
and his future efforts will un- 
doubtedly bear out his obvious 
potential.
